Gawlar ſeveral times. hath been haled ont of 
the Steeple-houuſe in Card;ffe, and in the ſtreets much abuſed 
by Drunkards, ſwearers and fcolding women, namely Axthoxy 
Pewry Shoo-maker, Thomas I iiinms, fames Evans, Guy the 
Fiſher who hath been in afual Arms againſt the Common=- 
wealth,and manymore;and ſuch as theſeare thePrieſts guards 
in the Steeple-houſes and ſtreets and by thoſe have we {who 
have been faithful in our places and trutts mn the ſervice of the 
Commonwealth) been much abuſed,to rheſhame of the Ma= 
giſtrates and Priefts of Cardif be it ſpoken, who ſutfered their 
former friends to be fodealt with, onely for clearing their 
conlciences to their former Teachers , namely E. El, and + 
Foſuak Mi/lzr . who did in Card, boalt in the Poſt-maiters 
houſe at one time, that if any of the Quakers would come 
to their meetings, he would diſpute; accordingly. Francis 
Gawlar was moved togo tothe Stceple-houte in £-+47 where 
hundreds of people were exp=Ctins fome things; then [races 
Gaw!lar ſpake unto him, to which he returned and faid, Go - 
ſtitch thy hats, and ſo like a bircling tled before balf his Sere - 
mon was ended; and rhe next dy he did enieavor to Impri- - 
{on Frencis Gawlar, who by a warrant was brought beforethe - 
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Payliffs who cleared him , underſtanding how the Prieſt had 
boafted before,and would not ſtand , bur fed betors half his 
Sermon was ended, the which tormented him, and his ſhame 
was ſo great, that he endeavored to clear himlelf by a book 
called Antichriſt in ae man the Duakers Ido! , which was anſwer.

my , Wherein his lying is made manifelt , and damnable do- 
&rine, who ſaith, Its a» error, if not damnable, to ſay that Chriſt

5. and 6. So its little matter what ſuch a man as this proteſts 
before angels or men , who holds ſuch a do@rine, and ſaith, 
Lying 2 115 (irs tut a change of the mind this hath been charged 
upon him , and is ready to be proved by witneſſes, and for 
this he ſtroke Francis Gaw!/ar with his kane, with his two hands 
in Carif. 

oain, Francis Gawlar for asking Benjamin Flower Prieſt, a 
queiticn in Cardiff in the Steeple-houle , where the Judges of 
the County were prelent, a warrant was given forth with 
Jobs Cibbs a Lawyer, John Herbert, Rice Davi and 7 obn Fennels 
hands to it, and according to their warrant F. Gawler was ap= 
prehended and brought before ghem in the Town Hall in 
Cardi”, where the Conſtables were commanded to take off his 
hat, but they were not willing to do it; but fearing their 
threatenings with a fine, took off his Caſtor from his head, 
which was never brought home to him to this day, and by 
them he was committed to priſon, which was a breach of their 
Sabbath and the Law of t':e Nation , being done on the firſt 
day of the week, the which was not proved againſt him, yec 
by them was he kept priſoner for many moneths; and at cne 
time he ſpeaking to Prieſt F/ower in the ſtreet paſling by, he 
was that night ſet up cloſe priſoner, about the ninth or tenth 
hour of the night by the Serjeants, who as they faid were 
commanded fo to do by Reece Davis, who was in the Prieſts 
houſe that night, andatimeafrer N. 5. wife went to Reece 
Dovis unknown to .

Again, Alice Burkat, and Francis Gawlar being moved by the 
Spirit of truth togo to Landaff neer Cardiff, where Benjamin 
F /ower the aforenamed Prieſt was, being the day they call 
Eaſter Monday, where many people were with this day-oL- 
ſerving Prieſt, to keep up the [ dol-day, and they conung to 
one part of the Steeple-houle , the door was faſtened , and 
Tobn Fones the Conſtable would nor le: him go in : but thole 
who had the mark of the Beait in their fore-heads, who'would 
fight for the Pricit and the Idol-day , were willingly let in ; 
but very watchful was the Conltable,tearing Francis Gawlar 8& 
Alice Burkat ſhould come in among them; but after the Priett 
had ended the Idol-day edt Serwon, Alice Þrrkat met the 
Prieſt in the yard, and lome of his hearers did exceedingly 
abnſe her, and beat her with ſtones in the Prieſts fight, and 
tore her cloathes from abour her : and this is the fruit of 
Prieſt Flower ac his firſt coming , who hath madea very good 
Largain at Cardiff, where he hath a Tithing barn; and that 
would not ferve his turn, but about $- 1, henwſt have from a=

Again, Thomas Fobu and Toby Hodges of Cardiff, were com- 
mitted to priſon, for calling Richard Simmons and Edmund 
El/z dumb doggs and hirelings, as their commitment expreſ- 
ſed, and there they were deteined about tix weeks, by George 
Morgan Bailiff of Cardiff , but his Brother Bailiff one Fexkzy 
I/illiams had no hand in it, which he did well, knowing thar 
they were ſuch men , and Edmnnd Ellzs 1s found guilty, for 
taking two Oxen worth about twelve pounds , which is ſet 
down in this Book more at large. 

Again, Toby Hodges and Dorcas Erberry of Cardiff, were com- 
mitted to priſon, and there detained many months, for ſpea- 
king to B-1jamin Flower Prieſt in Cardiff, and they were once 
releaſed , and brought in again by the order of Reece David 
Bailiff, and after releaſed , and never broughtco Tryal , in 
the year 1658. | 

Again, Thomas fohn Renſham of the Pariſh of Laviſhioz in the 
County of Glamorgar , for ſtanding a witneſs in the wteeple- 
honle of J/bitchurch , againit Lewz Roger called a Miniſter , 
formerly a journyman to Hexry Walter , who learned him his 
rrade, and now he receiveth great wages about Mommonth , 
for which he was impriſoned and ſent to the County Goal in 
Cardiff, and there detained a few dayes by Robert Thomas , 
Henry Morgan and Reece Powel called Juſtices, who releaſed 
him, and was never brought to Tryal, in the year 1658, 

Again, M»rridith Edward being moved , went into a Stee- 
ple-houſe called Tr-vening in Monmonth-thire, where he ſtood a 
witneſs againſt Heary Morgan called Miniſter, for which he was 
apprehended by Thomas Fones , who abuſed him much, and 
{trook him athwart the tace, and commanded him to be 
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bronghe tc Abergneny?, before Henry Baker called Juſtice, whos 
committed him roche County Gaol at Vshe, where he was 
detained about five weeks , and at the quarter Seſſions was 
releaſed, in the year 165%, | 

Again, Merridith Edward being moved to go to a Steeple- 
houſe called theVaynor in Breckrck-ſhire, where Fenkin Jones, 
who is accounted a high Prieſt , was, and by his hearers he 
was haled forthof the Steeple-hnufe, and was much abuled 
by Fenkin Fones himfelf, who enviouſly did accuſe him falfly , 
but could not prove it, therefore he is a falte accuſer. 

Matthew Gibbon of Mclto: in the Connty of Glamorgan, for- 
'merly a Captain in the ſervice of the Common-wealth to che 
ha:ard of his life , with the loſs of the uſe of one of his 
Armes, for the Good Old Cauſc, the | iberty of Conſcience; 
and for the clearing of his Conlicience was moved to go into 
the Steeple-houſe ar Permark neer Molton , where Edward 
Morga# was,a time-terving greedy Pricit, for which he was ap- 
prehended and brought betore Robert Thomas called Jultice , 
who commanded his hat to be taken off his head befere him, 
and committed him to the County Goal in Cardiff, where he 
was detained about five dayes, and after let forth, and never 
brought to Tryal; No Law of the Nation had he broken.

David Fones of Cardiff , who hath been an Officer in the 
Commeon-wealth , for the Good Old Cauſe, Liberty of 
Conſcience, and for Conſcience fake could not pay 4d. for 
a Garden, and 6d. for a fleece of wool , for which he was 
arreſted by Benjamin Flower Prieſt in @ardiff, his Farmers, and 
was kept in priſon many weeks, for the ten pence by then 
ſworn, who ſaid, they had a hard bargain of him, and it 
is like it was ſo, from ſuch a greedy man, andit is like had he 
ſworn himſelf, 1t would have been more large , if not treble 
dammage: and althongh this Prieſt hath ſuch great wages ,

Again Fenxt Foncs of Harttord-w'it for ſtanding before this 
Priett Adm Hawkins in the Steeple-houſe of Hartfird=-welt,the 
Magiſtrates and the people were amazed as they relate in the 
Commitment, for which ſhe was committed to the houſe of 
correfion, till the quarter Seffions by L-w1s Barraz called 
Mzyor of Hartfcrd-wejt, abour the 1: ofthe 2 moneth, 1659, 

Again JVi1;am Thomas of Llanducy in P:mbrook=(hire for ſtand= 
ing witneſ(s againlt St-phey Hryges called Miniſter in the Stee- 
ple houſe of Llindiwils, for which he was apprehended and 
brought before Fahy EViet called Juſtice, who commitred him 
to Goal, and there to remain une the general Seffions to be 
holden for the County of P:mbroo, this was done in the name 
of the Keepers of the Liberty otEngland the 24 day of the 
third moneth, 1550. 

Though this man St-phex Hrghes be accounted ſuch a great 
Prieſt in P-mbrock, and Carmarthea fhices, yet here he is made 
manifeſt to be a perſecutor, and a ftriker, who fruck Fox; 
76bn of the Pariſh of Lanacyy in the County aforetaid, in the 
preſence of William Thomg,and G re How?l of the faid pariſh 

Again ! {jzabeth Hots being moved ofthe ſpirir of eruth, &, 
AliceBurkat with her to goto the Steeple-houſe called Chriite 
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Church, 1n Munmo»th-ſhire the 6h VTVialter Cradock was, Who 
haled Al:ce Brrhbat down, and ſaid get thee behind me Satan. 
Again the firſt day ofthe week, being the eighth day ofthe 
third moneth, Elizabeth Holms was moved of the Lord to go to 
V'Valter Craddock in-the tame place above mentioned, and af- * 
ter he had ended, ſhe propoſed a Queſtion unco him in much 
moderation, and required him to anſwer her, in anſwer, he 
bad the Magiſtrates do what they would unto her, and ſo fled 
likea hireling, and the Mag;ſtrates did nor perſecure her, but 
were very moderate, & ſome of them with much people heark= 
ened diligently to the word of rruth which ſhe ſpake. which is 
more colmendations for them, and ſhame to the chief Prieſt 
VVal.Cra1dock whouttered forth ſuch words to the Magiitrats 
Again the tirtt day of the week being the «th of the fourth 
moneth, 1559. Elizabeth Holmrs and Francis Gawler of Cardiff, 
going toa meeting in M:zmo'th=hire, beyond theplace called 
Chriſt-church according to the leading of the fpir.t of trurh, 
was made to return back to the Sceeple-houſe above menti- 
oned, and let Elizal+th Holms go to the meeting, and for 
{ſtanding before /Valier Craddock above mentioned ab vur che 
eginnmg of his Sermon, Craddock (aid to his friends, Let ne 
have peace, ana Francis Gawler did not ſpeak a word co him 
then : ſoiuddeiily one Th.mas Fonrs a cliek man, ſomerimes a 
ſpeaker for the Prieſt 3 haſtily leads him away, and in going 
forth, Fraxcis Gawler asked VV alter Craddock, whether he did 
own him in haling him forth, to which he an{wered noth- 
ing; but the man Thomas Fones (aid, he did own him in ſo doing; 
ſo accordingly did bring him forch of the Steeple-houle, and 
faltened the door, and none ſhould be permitted to come in, 
but thoſe that had che mark ofthe beait in their foreheads,and 
many of the people came forth of the Steeple-houtle, chen che 
man Thar Jones came forth allo, and brought Francis G.wler 
away from the people,and gave him tothe conſtable,8& charged 
him to keep him, bur the Conſtable being a harmleſs man ler 
him go, and a time after Francis Gaw/er met V Valter Cradd9% 
coming from the Ale-houwuſe where he had bin ar dinner, going 
to the Streple=houſe to his afternoon Sermon, ſolpokea few 
words tc VY/el. Craddoch to which he gave no an{wer;but Pre 
fencly complained to captain B/-athin called Jultice,Sfaid it he 
would not tek: ſome courſe with himy he would take his hore 
and 
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and goaway,fo according to his complaint, Blrathin led him 
away. and gave himto the Conſtable, and charged him ro 
keep him priioner. 

Then ſuddenly one Herry Williams called a Lientenanc 
did much abuſe Francis Gawler and called him a” Vaga- 
bond,though he knew he had been a Commiſſion Officer , in 
the Garilon of Cardiff in the-ſame Regiment with him ; Yeo 
{uch was the mans enmity and Malice againſt Francis Gawler, 
for the chief Prieſt that he called Francis Gawler a Vagabond, 
and charged the Conſtables to keep him Prilſcner;ſoaccording 
to Captaine Bl-athiys Order, was Francis Gawler kept Prito- 
ner that day and night , the next day by the Conſtable was 
he brought ro Newport , and there Bl-athiz in 1'rieft Jenkins 
honle CGrdered the Conſtable m the name of the keepers of 
the Liberties of England, to keep him in cuſtody, and bring 
his body before him and his aſſociate Juſtice , to Ll melin 
the Governer of Chepſtowes houle, the 7. day of the 4 moneth, 
(o accordingly the Conſtable brought him before them, and 
in the way mec with B/eathiz and the Prieſt , 7ohn Howel! g0- 
ing tothe Governours houſe, io the Priett having Guile on 
him, indeavoured tocleare himfelf, faying he was ſorry to 
lee Francis Gawler brought from one place to another, and 
that he had no hand in it, but before the Governours and the 
Juſtice , his treachery and double-mindednets, was made 
manifeſt and hypocrite, who endeavoured to Impriſon Fray- 
cis Gareler , with Walter Craddocks Intormers , Namely Ed- 
101d Morgan of Newpirt , who mformed the Governour that 
IValter Craddock , faid unto him on thewordofa man, and 
as he wasa miniſter, that he was never {o ditturbed in all his 
life time , and iffome courte might not be taken with Fray- 
cis Gawler , he would never come there more ; and Prieſt 
John Howel informed and faid Fraxcis Garvler would not ler 
chem alone, but ſpaketo themin the way,and called them de- 
ceivers, and that they had the mark of deceivers in their fore- 
heads, and fo the Governour and Juſtice would have Francis 
Garoler to promiſe them to meet them that day moneth, and 
they would give him libercy cill then, bur he would not make 
no {uch promiſe , but required them that he lhould betryed, 
for he had been feverall dayes in priſon already , and fo re- 
quired the Law to be proved he had broken , and he _-_ 
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willing toſuffer for declaring againft deceivers, then Fraz- 
cis Bleathin ſaid, they could keep him fix dayes before they 
committed him , then the Governour would have him pro- 
miſe to leave I alter Craddock and his former paſtor and the 
reſt of the Miniſters alone , and not (peak'to them , and they 
would lect him go 3 but nopromilſe he would make ,. for he 
ftood not in his own will, but as the ſpirit of truth led him, 
he muſt {peak to them , who hath the mark of deceivers in 
their foreheads, and ſoa time after by the aforementioned 
men, Francis Gawler was releaſed , and rheConſtable which 
kept him Pritoner ſaid he was diſturbed ; and theſe are the 
fruits of Vater Craddockand Fohn Howel called Miniſters, who 
{truck Thomas Holms twice with his horſe Rod, till the Rod 
ewined about him ; and J/alter Craddock neer Newport in the 
aforeſaid County, meeting Francis Gawler, cryed unto him, 
ſaying, G-t thee behind me Satan,T have h-arkned to thee, but now 
do deny thee,thov doft torment me day and night, T ſpeak, nt to thee 
Gawler, brit to the devil in thee 5 So Francis Gawler made a re- 
ply unto him, his anſwer was, I will aot heatrken to the Devil ;, 
So Fraxcis (pake to him in nuich moderation; Then he cal- 
led Fraxcis a flattering Devil, and violently ſtruck the beaft 
that Frazcis rode on, endeavouring to get F.G. before him, 
but Francis Gawler having not the freedom to pals,ftopped the 
beaſt, then his man (or one that rode with him) came and 
helped him till they brake their weapons upon the beaſt, and 
at lat paſſed away beforeFrazxcts Gawler;and VValter Cradock in 
Newport called for the Vagiſtrates,% {aid hewould have Fra, 
Gawlcr faſt, and Francis Gawler went with him til] he alighted, 
about the middle of the Town,and there left him, where he was 
going to preach over Hex, VValters wife, which was then going 
to be buried, and it was crdered according to the leadings of 
the ſpirit of Truth, that El:zabeth Holmes and Alice Brrkat came 
to Newport, and they went into the Steeple-houſe inNewpzrr, 
where JI/alter Craddock, was, whoſaid in his delivery, the 
wicked was tormented night and day, and a little before he 
did acknowledge he was tormented night and day, therefore 
by his own words he is a wicked man, whothen fled like a 
hireling, and would not ſtand fearing torment, and this 
man is taken to be the ciiefeſt Prieſt in $9th-I/ales, who de- 
ccives many {imple hearted people, going under the name of 
receiving 
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receiving no Tithes, but pleading for Tithes deep in the Mi- 
ftery of iniquity, with his brethren Hezry I/alter, «ana Thomas 
Berns,with others who goes under the name of receiving no. 
Tithes ; but when the day of account comes their judgement 
will be great for Tythes-guilty, and others of their evil deeds 
when they are brought to the bar of Juſtice toaccount, which 
will be ſooner then they are aware of, and thele men afore- 
named are called Minitters of the Goſpel who are out of the 
doarine of Chriſt, who ſaith if one ſmite thee on the right 
cheek,turn to him the other allo,and if any man ſues thee at 
the Law & take away thy coat,let him have thy cloakallo, Mat. 
5.39.40 Now theſe menare fighters and ſtrikers, falſe accuters, 
pullers by the hair of the head,evil ſpeakers, drivers away of 
Oxen,and Kine,and Mares,and Lambs, ſuers at the Law, and 
impriloning for the value of ten pence, excteding their Bre- 
thren the falſe Prophets,greedier then: they,ſfeeking their gain 
from their quarter , and dawbing with untempered Mortar , 
preaching peace,peace unto them that put into their mouths, 
and prepareing war, and impriſoning thoſe thar will nor pur 
into their mouths,and cone of their Clerks, ſaying, they mult 
have their due from the Devil, whoſe Minitters they are; thew# 
fore we deny them, and cannor pay them wages. 

Edmnnd E!' i aforenamed taker ot Oxen,who threatened to 
ſtrike Francis Gawler of Cardiff over the head, lifring up his cain 
{otodo inthe rode to Þriito!, and at another time im the Poſt- 
houſe in Cav4if,rook upa Chair above ground thinking to ſtrike 
him, but another being in the room, hindred him of his wick- 
ed purpoſe. 

John Robert Prieſt about Swanzie, whocame from New-E x- 
zland aforementioned, and haling by the hairof the head, 
who alſo [truck Lieutenant Colonel Boweys lifter for theeing 
and thouing him. 

Again Marmaduke Matthew Prieſt of Swanziz, who came 

from New-Exgland, an envious perſecutor, who was one with 
the Vagiſtrates of Swaxzze to chain Elizabeth Holms by the leg, 
and pinchd Alice Brrkat till her blood came forth, and ſaid to 
Roger Co: lbech of Swanzie, were 1tnot fora conſtraining pow- 
er he we would box him, and fo chruſt him away ; and again 
the ninteenth day of the fourth moneth, he thruſted Fraycis 
Gawler of Cardiff m Swanzze againit J/illiam Beavon, and called 
for 
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for the Conſtabls, and William B-avon asked him wh y hedid 
ſo, and this becauſe F.G. would not hearken unto him, and 
this Prieſt endeavoured with the Magiftrates of Swanzzie, thar 
they might take ſoine courte with them that kept meerings in 
their houſes, and it is like he would have dealt with them as 
wickedly as his brethren did in New-Ezzlaz4, whois of that 
ſpirit it he had power. | 
James Tom-s Prieft about Swanzie one in perſecuting,greedy 
of filthy lucre,a gamer at bowling, having his mark in his fore- 
head, who pleaded for lus bowling with Fray, Gawler fCardiff. 
Avain Thomas Qrarr cl whois called Edm! nd Thomas chaplain, 
whogoes under the name of receiving no Tithes, but at the 
Barof Juſtice, guilty with his brethren, who is a falſe accuſer, 
and an evil reporter of the truch, and called Fraxcit Gawler, 
anew found Papitt, a man well known from his childhood 
alwayes againſt tuch, but rhis Prieſt being a falſe accuſer, it 
little matters what he layes, who 1s found with his brethren, 
_ one with the Papiſts in theirpra%ie,whom we deny root and 
branch, Prieſt and hirelings and all. their adherents, with 
their Clerks, and cannot pay them wages, leaſt we partake of 
their plagues: therefore peaceably we ſuffer impriſonment, 
and the making havock of cur goods, counting 1t great joy 
that we are found worthy to ſutter for righteoulnefle take, and 
inſo doing we have peace and joy which no man can take a- 
way,and we ſeethe hghtersand {trikers before mentioned, who - 
are devourers of the creation,m torment and great tronble, 
fearing their great trading W n fail , which hath been a ſhak=- 
ivg this long cime; and now it 15 h1gh time for 18 to fall.which we patjently wait for, 
knowing the Lord God 4'mighty of Heaven and earth hath heard the cry of the oppreſ- 
ſed,and m bis due time will remove all oppreſſion,and ail that burthen; them that ſtand 
in his fear,-ho ate a terror to evil acers,whoſe practiſes is here in ſhort lard down, and 
if occaſion be, we may be more at large hereafter if required from 5,who in ſcorn are 
called Quakers in South Wales. | | 
Again about the beginning of the 4th moneth, 158 9 was taken away from Arnold 
Thomas of Lanughanh, Llantrnam in Munmouth-ſhire, On: Cow worth about 
four pound, ſor about two and twen!y [billings for Tithe, this Cow was taken by 
Arnold Williams a farmer, a Papiſt, and William Davy « Bazlif, both Papiſt; who 
took away the Cow, and ſo'd her, andproffered no overpſus. Now let the Prieſts be 
aſhamed t1 accuſe us to be Papiſts, and they one with the Papiſts in their pradliſes, 
and taking away our goods double ard treble damages, like Papiſts,like Prieſts, and as 
troops of robbers wart for a man.ſo the compary of Prieſts murders by conjent, Ho(.6,9.
